But Eventual Need Unquestionable 


This does not mean that the 
City of Menlo Park does not see 
the need for a north-south free- 
way west of town; far from it. 
Such a trafficway, providing a 
new and convenient connection 
with San Francisco and the 
growing metropolis of San Jose, 
will help make Menlo Park 
more available to these centers 
of commerce and industry, with 
resultant advantages to resi- 
dents here. 


The only concern of Menlo 
Park, therefore, is that the free- 
way be placed where it will prove 
to be of the greatest long-range 
benefit to all of our citizens. 

It was stated at last week’s meet- 
ing of the city council by Alf 
Brandin, business manager of 
Stanford University, that that ag- 
ency would like to see the road 
take the form of a “peripheral” 
artery around the residential de- 
velopments which the university 
hopes to put. on its land. 

This land—some 960 acres west 
of Menlo Park between Sandhill 
and Alpine roads—is the choicest 
residential land left on the Penin- 
sula. City councilmen joined 
Brandin in agreeing such an ar- 
tery would provide the best route. 

It is often argued that highways 
should go through the center of 
a town, where the greatest traffic 
congestion normally exisits. The 
highway, it is said in such argu- 
ments, can bring business to the 
community and also help relieve 
the congestion which exists by 
leading traffic away expeditiously. 

However, the philosophy of 
the modern motorist seems to 
dictate that a freeway of the 
eight-lane type contemplated 
will be used whether it’s in 
town, or out of it. 

Residents of Menlo Park and 
Atherton can be expected to make 
full use of the proposed Serra 
Freeway in trips to San Francisco 
and San Jose, whether it is close 
to the present Alameda de las 
Pulgas (the State’s “Alternate 
A” as shown on maps published 
last week), cuts across the hills 
west of Menlo Park in the vicinity 
of Walsh road (the State’s “Alter- 
nate B” on the same maps) or is 
swung still further west in keep 
ing with the hopes of Menlo Park 
city councilmen and the repre- 
sentatives of Stanford University. 

Surely, the city would ‘widen 
and improve existing streets con 
necting with the freeway no mat 
ter how far west it is placed and 
equally certainly, the eventual 
need of a new highway to San 
francisco—placed as it is on the 
tip of a hilly Peninsula, and with

a permanent home but it’s a hap- 
py school. 

And Ennio Ciolli, its principal 
and the school district’s “science 
specialist,” is happy to be there. 

The school has 230 pupils; 
they’re housed in left-over wards 
of a U.S. Army thospital built in 
1944. The buildings: were suppos- 
ed to be torn down, everybody 
said, “as soon as the war is over.” 
Presently, city policy calls for 
their final abandonment some 
time before 1966. 

' “This school is a ‘neighbor- 

lkeod school’;” :Ciolli explained. 

“It’s not too far from the homes 

f any of its pupils, and it’s 

all enough so that there’s a 

d feeling of ‘belonging’ 
among the} students, the mem- 
bers of th¢ parent-teacher asso- 
ciation, the teachers. 

“We have to keep our play- 
ground opén until 5:30 p.m. most 
nights, betause the children who 
study hefe just naturally gravi- 
tate back for their . recreation, 
too.” i 


This {emphasizes something 
which Ciolli said he feels is very 
important: ~ 


“The district should do what- 
ever it.can to keep schools small,” 
he declared. “The interest of the 
children in the schools, and the 
confidence they get by knowing 
all of their schoolmates and teach- 
ers just a little better, can go a 
long way toward making their el- 
ementary school years happier, 

- more productive ones.” 
TOUR PLANT 

A tour of Laurel school reveals 
many small things that set it apart 
from other, more formal educa- 
tional plants: 

The classrooms are small. 

The playground—part of. an 
abandoned street and some adja- 
cent undeveloped ground—is well 
ttsed: Grass has néver heen plant: 
ed and the earth has never been 
disced or harrowed, but the con- 
stant running of children’s feet 
keeps the weeds under control. 

In Ciolli’s office are papier ma- 
che models of dragonflies and 
frogs, and other mementoes of 
classes long graduated whose 
members studied these creatures 
in their natural sciences study. 

Since he’s a science special- 
ist, Ciolli has encouraged his 
teachers to have “science cor- 
ners,” in each classtoom in the 
school. Even second graders 
get a chance to watch. seeds 
grow, and every once in a while 
first graders start learning 
about animals—how they grow, 
what they eat, and so forth— 
by having a pet in the class- 
room for a few weeks or months. 

The papier mache animal mo- 
dels, incidentally, were made by 
fourth graders. Fifth graders 
learn how to make their own 
“fossils” by pressing leaves and 
such into clay; in fact, every class 
has its own level of activity. 

Another feature of the school 
is the teachers’ room—furnished 


| and decorated largely through the 


efforts of the Laurel school PTA. 

It doesn’t offer the complete 
seclusion or the convenience 
which a teachers’ room at a per- 
manent school might, but it has 
personality and a lot of work has 
gone into making it a comforta- 
ble retreat for the instructors. 
THE INDIANS 

One of the showpieces of Laur- 
el is, every spring, Sam Green’s 
third grade classroom. This is be- 
cause it’s the home of the Laurel- 
Hoo Indians. 

The third graders study “Indi- 
ans” as their specialty in social 
science and, to impress on the 
youngsters what they’ve learned, 
a “tribe” is formed every spring 
in the classroom. 

The Laurel-Hoo’s have to learn 
lots of the customs of many of 
the tribes of the United States, 
because they have to select the 
best customs for their own tribe. 
And they have to figure out 
chants and songs, and decide 
whether to live in wickiups, ho- 
gans or teepees. 

And the result of all this is that 
the pupils remember more about 
Indians than most of their par- 
ents ever learned and most of 
which they promptly forgot. 

“We should have more men 
teachers for the lower grades,” 
Ciolli says. “They do a better 
job than most people would ex- 
pect, considering the tradition 
that the smaller children should- 
be under the control and gui- 
dance of women” 

For himself, Ciolli declares that 
he’s found his niche in teaching. 

“I was going to be a high school 
science teacher when I went to 
college,” he recalds}“but when I 
did my student teaching, I threw 
my timetable out of the window. 

“The youngstérssin. elementary 
school are’ eager to learn. There’s

Textbooks are more attractive, 
and displays which will encour- 
age learning are considered a part 
of every. classroom. 

“In the old days,”, Mrs. Porter 
explained, “we used to consider it 
a good job to keep, the whole. 
group**moving ahead, learning, 
substantiallly, the course of study 
for the grade level they were at. 


NEW EMPHASIS 

“Nowaday, we try to push the 
capable farther, and at the same 
time we try to raise the average 
and at the same time, give help 
to the slower ones,” 

Nor have traditional subjects 
been shelved, in the race to get 
more information into young 
minds. 

“We give children a better ex- 
posure to grammar, spelling and 
reading than ever before,” the ad- 
ministrator continued. ‘Science 
subjects have become more mean- 
ingful and extensive. 

“But we find that by demand- 
ing higher proficiency, we have 
been able to teach more and are 
turning out a better elementary 
school product.” 

Mrs. Porter entered the teach- 
ing profession as a_ natural 
career for a person who wished 
to continue with studious pur- 
suits. She taught seventh and 
eighth grade classes at Central 
school prior to the opening of 
Encinal in 1948, and has been 
at the latter school since that 
time.

District | 
Formed 
In 1880 


| The story of the Menlo Park 
Elementary School District has | 
always been one of growth — a 
story which started in 1880, with 
the information of a local ageney 
to oversee the education of the 
area’s young people. 

Before 1880, the population of 
|southern San Mateo county was 
|small and scattered and the sin- 
| gle school in the area was operat 
ed as a unit of the Redwood City 
| school system. 

Since that time, the district has 
changed its physiognomy several 
| times, in each case keeping abreat 
|of the pressures brought on by 
{the need to accommodate more 
{ pupils. 

The original school operated 
by the Redwood City district 
was situated, according to one 
of the descriptions of the day, 
“to the left of Middlefield 
road.” Beyond that scant bit of 
information, no description of 
the building is to he found. 

But during the years between 
1874 and 1880 Fannie Doyle, 
daughter of a wealthy pioneer set- 
tler John T. Doyle, had begun 
working for a better school to 
serve this area. 

It was largely through her ef- 
forts that the school district was 
organized in 1880. 

The district’s first school was 
situated on Oak Grove avenue 
near Crane street and part of the 
building remains today in a some- 
what altered condition—the school 
was sawed into two pieces and, 
with changes, made into two dwel- 
lings. One of them was torn down 
last year to make way for a medi- 
cal building. 
| TWO TEACHERS 

At the time of the district’s for- 
mation, only two teachers were 
needed to handle instruction. A 
third faculty member was added 
before 1885, however, indicating 
that, even in those days, growth 
had its effect on education here. 

The district was fortunate in 
one repect: One of the two facul- 
ty members hired in 1880 was 
Henry C. Hall. 

According to Cloud’s “History 
of San Mateo County:” 

“Henry Clay Hall, the teacher, 
writer, orator and sage of Menlo 
Park, was, without doubt, the most 
gifted man that ever graced a 
school room in this county. His 
career as a teacher began in 1878 
and from the very beginning his| 
charm was felt far beyond the 
boundaries of his district. : 

“How he made his pupils gain 
so much knowledge was beyond 
the comprehension of his associ- 
ates. They read like elocution- 
ists, drew like artists, discussed 
history like historians, and 
wrote their compositions with 
as little effort as newspaper re- 
porters. How he produced such 

results remains a mystery to 
this day. 

“In 1893 he became president of 
the county board of education 
and, at once, gave the schools of 
the whole county a course of stu- 
dy that made every one of them 
better than it had ever been be- 
fore. He was a tireless, prolific 
worker for advancement.” 

His career in Menlo Park last- 
ed, with interruptions, until 1900. 

Meanwhile, expansion contin- 
ued. © 
NEW SCHOOL 

To meet it, the school district 
voted bonds, in 1892, for the con- 
struction of the original Central 
school. The building was con- 
structed on the present Central 
school property and lasted until 
destroyed by fire in 1911. 

Between that time and the com- 
pletion of the present Central 
school in 1913, classes met at the 
Menlo Park Presbyterian church, 
at the time situated at Santa Cruz 
avenue and Chestnut street. 

Meanwhile, the size of the dis- 
trict was resolved into a territory 
similar to that of the present day. 

In 1885 it had been enlarged to 
include parts of the Redwood. City 
and Searsville districts; in 1892 it 
shrunk when the Ravenswood 
School District was formed and 
in 1904 it shrank again, when the 
Las Lomitas School District was 
formed.

Libraries, Too: 


“Some sort of semi-department- 
alization” for seventh and eighth 
grade pupils in the Menlo Park 
Elementary School District is seen 
by Richard Johnson, principal at 
Oak Knoll school, as a possible 
step which could be taken for the 
educational advantage of children 
in those grades. 

“During the year just past,” he 
pointed out, ‘“‘we’ve been able to 
do something of this nature in our 
science program. It has advant- 
ages there in that it allows more 
children to take advantage of the 
same equipment; thus we can af- 
ford some things which, if we had 
to duplicate in every classroom, 
we'd have to, do without.” 

But whether or not the district 
can get such departmentalization, 
it’s going ahead with its program 
and teaching more things all the 
time,”’ he went on to say. 

“We have both broadened 
and deepened our program since 
I’ve been here,” Johnson sai’. 
“We. teach more subjects, and 
we attempt a greater thorough- 
ness than was thought possible 
only a few years ago.” 

Johnson himself has been with 
the district since 1952. : 
Much of this “broadening and 
deepening,” he added, is due to 
the work of the parents. 


“Many of our improvements are 


‘made possible through the whole- 


hearted support which we have 
received from our PTA,” he de- 
clared. One of the parent-teacher 
group’s pet projects, the school 
library, he considers to be about 
the most worthwhile space out- 
side of actual 
rooms, that the school has. 

“If it came to a choice of what 
I'd like to see done first and 
most,” he said, I’d say, ‘expand 
the library’.” 

Johnson himself, a graduate of 
the University of California at 
Santa Barbara who holds a Mast- 
er’s degree from Stanford univer- 
sity, is the school district’s speech 
correction specialist.

Basic Subjects Still Heart 


The ‘Fine Art’ 
Of Writing 
Still Important 


There are still two ways of 
teaching penmanship and both are 
used in the Menlo Park Elemen- 
tary School District: But even so, 
youngsters still tend to be care- 
less with their writing. 

The double emphasis consists of 

1. An actual drill period set 
aside in the classroom schedule 
for instruction in the correct for- 
mation of letters; 


2. The insistence by teachers on 
the best possible penmanship in 
all finished work. 


This last one occasionally re- 
quires a goo ddeal of recopying 
on the part of the pupil and can 
become very time consuming. But 
it’s still one of the best ways to 
get a child to write properly. 

These two points of emphasis 
continue to dominate the in- 
struction even though the act- 
ual type of penmanship changes, 
educators point out. 


In the first and second grades, 
for instance, manuscript is taught. 
It is the form of printing which 
requires that each letter be based, 
for its shape, on circles and/or 
straight lines. The simplicity of 
the letter’s structure makes them 
easy to form, and a close resem- 
blance to printing assists the chil- 
dren in learning to read. 

In later grades, the writing of 
script letters is taken up. 


But despite the insistence on 
high standards, most children act- 
ually practice a very careless form 
of penmanship when taking notes, 
making rough drafts of composi- 
tions, and the like. 

Thus, according to most instruc- 
tors, handwriting dogs not achieve 
the level of perfection of which 
children are capable. 

It can be pointed out, however, 
that handwriting deteriorates ra- 


pidly, as soon as the individual 
leaves the classroom.

Science Classes Have Lots of Ground to Cover 


By ENNIO CIOLLI 

Each year the science demands 
of our society grow greater. Some- 
how these science demands must | 
be met. | 

The elementary school must 
carry a proportionate share of the 
responsibility, and we feel that 
we can best do this by guiding our 
children to discover and develop 
the broader general scientific gen- 
eralizations which they can use 
to interpret all phases of their -en- 
vironment. 

At the primary level it is quite 
probable that the experiences will 
be varied and brief, but as the 
children progress through the 
grades, these experiences enlarge 
on those developed in earlier 
grades and expand to include new 
material. { 


Generalizations become more 
complex, and there is only en- 
ough repetition to make connec- 
tion; not enough to cause pu- 
pils to lose interest. Thus, a 
sound foundation of knowledge 
is laid down, and on each level 
the pupils are left with the idea 
that there is still more interest- 
ing material to learn, that there 
are still things scientists them- 
selves have not discovered. 


Through science, our classroom 
teachers may provide their pupils 
with an increasing understanding 
of the world in which they live. 
Children are encouraged to culti- 
vate a scientific manner of attack- 
ing and solving not ‘only science 
problems, but any problem en- 
countered in everyday life. In ad- 
dition, during science studies, the 


These are the general objectives 
toward which our study of science 
in the elementary school is aimed. 
In order to assure that they are 


| accomplished, we have reorganiz- 


ed our planned program of exper- 
iences whieh each year covers the 
broader’ aspects of the physical 
and biological sciences. 

BROAD AREAS 

We concentrate our efforts in 
these broad areas: 

1. Living Things—Plants and 
animals; 

2. The Universe—The earth, at- 
mosphere, and space. 

3. Forms of Energy and Ma- 
chines—Energy and matter, ma- 
chines. 

As was stated above, this gener- 
al cycle is repeated each year 
with expansion to include new ma- 
terials and more complex con- 
cepts. Each year the emphasis is 
placed on a different area so that 
in the fourth grade, in the area 
of living things for example, the 
children will study animals of the 
past in great detail; in the fifth 
grade the changes that occur in 
animals is explored more thor- 
oughly; and plants will be studied 
in great detail. 

In the sixth grade, plants and

‘Class Chronicle’ 
Latest Paper 
In the Schools 


Probably, the newest publication 
to see print in the Menlo Park 
Elementary School District is a 
classroom newspaper, “The Class 
Chronicle,’ published by seven 
members of Miss Gertrude Harri- 
son’s second grade class at En- 
cinal school. 

Second graders have their 
troubles too, when it comes to 
newspapering. Most of them have 
been reading for less than a year. 
So to put out a newspaper, they 
have to learn lots of new words 
and be more-than-ordinarily par- 
ticular about their spelling and 
writing. 

Actually, the newspaper is 
hectographed. on ordinary class- 
room scratch paper. It’s been 
appearing every week now for 
the hast two months, and con- 
tains four pages as it usual bud- 
get. The staff “rotates” so 
everybody gets a chance to be 
editor. 

News published comes from a 
pretty wide area. Following last 
month’s earthquake, the reporters 
for the “Class Chronicle” inter- 
viewed classmates whose fathers 
work in San Francisco, near the 
center of, the. quake. 

And, Miss Harrison points out, 
they Spelled “earth quake” cor- 
rectl ythroughout their story. 

More recently, they published 
the following as their “lead 
story:” 

“Visitors.” 

“two teachers came to our class. 
They came from Redwood City. 
They wanted to get some ideas. 
They wanted to hear us talk 
about something interesting. We 
could give them some good an- 
swers to question.” 

Another example: 

“Minimum days are coming up 
next week. Next week is very 
soon, only: a couple of days. Tues- 
day and Thursday will be mini- 
mum days. We get out at 1:10.”

The 25-copy circulation of the 
periodical is sufficient to get 


the exception of a unit on man’s 
attempt to control changes in his 
environments through the use of 
energy and machines. 

Although these pupils once 
again review many of the facts 
introduced earlier, the approach 
is new and different. The detail- 
ed specialization possible at the 
present time is greater due to the 
use of some of our teachers with 
special science training and the 
availability of science rooms with 
their special and somewhat intri- 
cate science equipment. 

BETTER TRAINING 

Thus, our seventh and eighth 
graders are now receiving better 
science instruction for two to 
three hours per week under the 
capable guidance of teachers pre- 
sently employed by the district, 
but who in addition to their clas- 
ses, have the responsibility to 
work with other seventh and 
eighth grade classes for short per- 
iods of time in order to give them 
more specialized science instruc- 
tion. 

Our goal is to some day be in a 
position to offer each seventh and 
eighth grade pupil four to five 
hours of worthwhile science ex- 
periences in a room set aside for 
that purpose, instructed by a 
teacher whose prime responsibil- 
ity will be science instruction.

Few edu¢ational experiences in 
a child’s life can provide the thrill 
equal..to that of seeing through a 
mathematical fact. or ‘process — 
that is perceiving its. simplicity 
and purpose. ' 

True, drills are still used, but | 
only after the youngster learns | 
why he is doing a certain thing a 
certain way, in dealing with num- 
bers. 

According to the, methods 
used in your schools today, chil- 
dren should enjoy their elemen- 
tary work in mathematics, be- 
cause they understand why they 
are doing what they do. 

This type of teaching starts at 
the earliest possible time—in kin- 
dergarten. Children are constant- 
ly encouraged to see the reasons 
for what they are asked to do with 
numbers. Drills, too, have been 
modified. They are still extensive, 
but they are varied so that the pu- 
pil can learn applications, not just 
series of figures. 

Your schools are pioneering on 
one aspect of the elementary 
school arithmetic program. 

For many years, children were 
permitted to experience only those 
concepts designated for the par- 
ticular grade level in which they 
were studying. Thus, a fourth gra- 
der learned jong division, addition 
and subtraction were the mathe- 
matical subjects studied in the 
first and second grades, and so 
forth. 

But today, beys and girls have 
opportunities to work at their own 
personal ability level in arithme- 
tic as well as other subjects, elim- 
inating the “lock step” which 
characterized mathematical edu- 
cation for so many years. 


Reading Study 


All the Time 


Much has been said and written 
during recent years concerning 
the ability of children to read. 

Some have declared that the 
competition of television has low- 
ered the interest in reading of the 
avérage child; others have main- 
tained that modern teaching me- 
thods do not teach reading with 
the thoroughness which was. sup- 
posed to have prevailed in “the 
good old days.” 

But in the Menlo Park schools 
we realize and orient our program 
in the belief that reading is still 
the most important single accom- 
plishment mad, eby each child in 
school. 

It is a never-complete process. 

It begins when a child first 
learns that a certain combination 
of printed symbols stands for a 
word that he has already made a 
part of his speaking vocabulary. 
And it continues throughout a 
child’s educational career, with 
the learning of still more words, 
their pronunciation, and their 
application. 

Each basic item in the process 
of learning reading is approached 
differently by each child, and the 
teacher must, therefore, use a dif- 
ferent approach in each individual 
case. 


beginning sight vocabulary, pho- 
netic analysis (learning how syl- 
lables containing certain letters 
should sound), the pronunciation 
of unfamiliar words, learning syl- 
lables and word parts, and all the 
many variations of reading. 
DIFFERENCES 
Because of these individual] dif- 
ferences in approach, it is neces- 
sary for us to use a wide variety 
of texts, dictionaries, books of lit- 
erature and other documents in 
our formal reading instruction. 
This, of course, is only a small 
vart of the total reading done by 
shildren in schook Every subject 
which a child undertakes to study 
was its own textbooks and docu- 
mentation, which a child must be 
yble to read and understand. 
Throughout elementary school 
group instruction in reading is 
carried on in almost. all class- 
rooths. Each group contains 
children of approximately the 
same level of reading ability so 
that materials of advantage to 
all can be selected for them. 


Each group advances to more 


lifficult reading when ready. 

Of course, some learn to read 
quickly, and others learn to read 
nore slowly. Thus some individ- 
tal children may advance through 
she groups faster than others, and 
sthers more slowly. ; 

Getting all of the childyen to 
‘earn reading at the same rate 
of speed is not practical, but a con- 
inuous exposure to new reading 
naterials — articles, stories and 
yooks of interest to the individual

Most of us, when we get our tax 
bills, get a sudden start, shudder, 
and then say to ourselves wonder- 
ingly, “Where does all that money 
go?” 

Actually, it doesn’t go.” 

Most of its stays right here, in 
the community. It’s spent in a 
variety of ways, most of which 
can’t be disputed as to'being bene- 
ficial and economical 

More than 85 per ‘cent of the 
total money collected for taxes to 
support your schools goes back out 
again into the community almost 
immediately, in the form of 


wages. 

The remainder goes for mate- 
rials and services—for mainten- 
ance, books, paper and the like— 
without which your schools could- 
n’t operate. 


Or look at it another way. 

The cost of educating your 
child is about $329 per year. 
‘This includes not only the cost 
of instruction, but assures that 
a child is: in a given place for 
six hours a day, for 178 school 
days a year. Figured as a sim- 
ple cost of child care, this 
means you’re paying 31 cents 
per hour for each 60 minutes 
your child is in school. 

Few of us would expect more 
than the minimum of care for our 
children at that price, if we paid 
our 31 cents on a simple “child 
care” basis. But besides simple 
care and rudimentary comfort, 
your childs gets an education— 
one designed to teach him the 
fundamentals, to be sure, but: one 
which is designed to teach these 
thoroughly and certainly. 

The figures for 1956-57 are the 
latest ones, with which we have 
to deal, and the ones for the com- 
ing fiscal year are still estimates. 
But on the basis of these figures, 
let’s see how your tax money is 
redistributed in the community, 
while your. children benefit 
through education: 

BIG BUSINESS 

The district’s budget for the 
current year, for operating ex- 
penses, is $762,825.59, Not. all of 
it is raised locally. Some $310,867 
is apportioned by federal and 
state agencies. : 

To be sure, it all comes out of 
the same pockets in the long run. 
But these apportionments are de- 
signed to level out the differences 
between areas with high tax in-

comes and small numbers of chil- 
dren, as compared with areas such 
as ours where most of the devel- 
openment is residential in char- 
acter. A square mile of residen- 
tial area can logically enough be 
expected to contribute more 
pupils to a school system’s load 
than, say, a square mile of fac- 
tories. 

Dividing the number of chil- 
dren currently in school into the 
$762,825 figure, we arrive at the 
figure of $329.08 as the cost of 
educating each child for the cur- 
rent year. 

We divide the latter figure 
by 178—the number of school 
days in the current year, and we 
arrive at a figure of $1.85. 

Divide this by six—the num- 
ber of hours in a school day— 
and we arrive at the 31 cents 
per hour of instruction figure 
cited earlier. 

Now, it is argued that this 
figure can be cut. 

Suggestions are put forward al- 
most continuously, to the effect 
that bus service, kindergartens 
and more. usually less well-de- 
fined “frills” be eliminated. 


But a look at the budget shows 
that 85.8 per cent of the money 
spent in the current operating 
budget is for salaries and wages. 
These are the salaries of teachers 
‘and administrators, bus drivers, 
maintenance men, custodians and 
clerks. A 


COMPETITIVE SITUATION 

It can be suggested that. the pay 
of some of these workers should 
be cut. But comparisons with 
other school districts show that 
wages paid inthe Menlo Park 
elementary school district are not 
out of line, and if wages are cut 
below those of other districts, 
some competent members of the

district staff can be expected to 
leave for localities in which their 
talents are better rewarded. 
Moreover, these school district 
workers are members of the com- 
munity. They have as much right 
to expect a decent return for 


their efforts as any contributing: 


member of the society and, like 
all, their wages get redistributed 
through the channels of commerce 
and taxation, to the general en- 
richment of the economy. 

We still have $108,205.25 of 
the operating budget—14.2 per 
cent—to account for. 

This goes for insurance pay- 
ments, instructional supplies, 
maintenance supplies, utilities 
and the like. ‘ 

Most of it, too, is spent right 
here at home. 

Utilities, for instance, are pur- 
chased from the same companies 
as patronized by the average 
householder; the insurance is pur- 
chased through agents residing 
here. 

Whenever economical, supplies 
and services of maintenance are 
purchased within the district also. 

It’s sometimes held that some 
of these non-salary expenses can 
be cut, also. 

But where? 


VULNERABLE . 

A public agency is extremely 
vulnerable in. some damage and 
injury, cases, go it’s not advisable 
to have incomplete insurance cov- 
erage. Maintenance costs can 
often be cut temporarily, but most 
householders know that doing so 
usually results’ in extensive re- 
pairs. and higher costs latér on, 
and the same holds true for school 
buildings. ‘Instructional “supplies 
may be curtailed in amount, but 
in some cases this might impair 
instruetion. 

The. purpose of school district

budgeting, then, is to assure the 


taxpayer that he gets the most 
for his money—and it’s hard to 
measure success in this with for- 
mal figures, because it can only 
be measured by whether or not 
the children in the schools aye 
getting the best possible educa- 
tion for each dollar spent.
